The astounding discovery was made by the 1 drill survey conducted 
in Saskatchewan that 70 per cent. of the seed sown in the province was 
lower than No, 2, due largely’ to the Inetheient operation of farm fanring 
mills. In other words, while farmers and governmental authorities on Clie 
one hand are fighting weeds, the farmers in the sow-ng of their crops cre 


planting thousands of bushels of weed seed 


The first step towards victory over the weed enemy ts to put an im-
